That  in  common  with  other  denominations,  this  Confer- 
ence ought  to  unite,  not  only  in  our  expressions  of  approval  of  the  objects 
of  the  American  Bible  Society,  but  in  sustaining  that  noble  institution  by  our 
liberal  contributions.

REPORT  ON  SLAVERY. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Christian  church  for  the  reformation  of  the  world, 
like  the  moral  power  of  her  great  Exemplar  and  Head,  consists  in  her 
separateness  from  sinners. 

The  moral  sense  of  the  Christian  world,  wherever  it  is  not  perverted  by  a 
personal  interest  in  the  baneful  institution  of  African  bondage,  universally 
pronounces  slaveholders  sinners,  disqualified  by  their  unjust  relations  to  their 
fellow-men,  for  membership  in  the  church  of  Christ.  Such  were  the  convic- 
tions of  the  earliest  fathers  and  founders  of  American  Methodism,  and  such 
was  their  legislation  in  that  hour  of  clearest  vision  before  their  perceptions  of 
right  were  clouded  by  the  sophistries  of  expediency,  and  darkened  by 
unwise  fears  for  the  success  of  the  church,  upon  the  basis  of  uncompromising 
hostility  to  the  iniquitous  system,  and  of  a  total  exclusion  of  all  implicated 
in  this  sin. 

Had  that  early  prohibition  of  slaveholding  in  the  church  continued  to  the 
present  time,  a  living,  operative  statute,  it  would  have  preserved  the  church 
from  evils  incalculable,  and  would  have  bestowed  upon  the  church  and  upon 
the  country  inestimable  blessings. 

But  still  our  book  of  discipline  has  always  maintained  a  protest  against  this 
evil,  and,  in  the  rule  against  traffic  in  human  beings,  an  implied  condemna- 
tion of  slaveholding.  Notwithstanding  this  protest  and  this  indirect  pro- 
hibition, and  the  official  disabilities  of  slaveholders  in  the  church,  the 
experiment  of  three  quarters  of  a  century  demonstrates  that  "  the  discipline, 
as  it  is,"  touching  this  evil,  having  once  permitted  the  rapid  influx  of  slave- 
holders into  the  church,  till  a  degree  of  demoralization  was  reached  which 
ended  in  the  great  secession  of  1844,  has  completely  failed  to  exterminate 
this  sin  from  the  church. 

2 
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We  are  obliged  to  confess  the  humiliating  fact  that  there  is  in  our  present  , 
book  of  discipline  no  effectual  bar  to  the  admission  of  slaveholders  to  mem- 
bership in  the  M.  E.  Church,  without  bringing  forth  fruits  meet  for  repent- 
ance, by  washing  their  hands  of  this  great  crime  against  humanity  and  against 
God. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  —  , 

1 .  Resolved,  That  the  forcible  usurpation  by  one  man  of  the  natural  rights 
of  another,  guilty  of  no  crime,  and  the  holding  of  him,  subject  to  all  the 
accidents  of  property,  whether  with  the  forms  of  law  or  without  them, 
should  be  considered  prima  facie  evidence  of  guilt. 

2.  Resolved,  That  every  disciplinary  rule  which  attempts  to  discriminate 
between  benevolent  and  mercenary  motives  in  American  slaveholders,  and  is 
not  built  upon  the  principle  of  the  above  resolution,  is,  and  forever  must  be, 
an  ineffectual  prohibition  of  slaveholding  church  membership. 

3.  Resolved,  That  no  fears  for  the  unity  of  the  church  shall  deter  us  from 
persistent  efforts  to  vindicate  her  honor  and  to  enhance  her  moral  power,  by 
unequivocally  forbidding  slaveholding  in  the  General  Rules,  the  constitution 
of  the  church. 

4.  Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  various  propositions  for  changing  the 
General  Rule  on  Slavery,  have  failed  to  receive  the  requisite  number  of 
votes,  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  bring  them  to  a  direct  vote  in  this  Confer- 
ence, but  recommend  the  General  Conference  to  inaugurate  a  proposition 
which  will  secure  the  desired  object,  and  submit  it  to  the  Annual  Conferences 
for  their  action. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  highly  approve  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  Con- 
ference, in  its  instructions  to  our  Book  Agents,  and  that  we  rejoice  in  the 
fact  that  they  are  now  publishing  a  larger  amount  of  Anti-Slavery  matter 
than  any  other  organization,  for  the  dissemination  of  religious  truth ;  and  in 
this  noble  work  we  pledge  them  our  continued  sympathy  and  support. 

6.  Whereas,  The  General  Conference  of  1848  declined,  by  direct  vote,  to 
fraternize  with  the  M.  E.  Church  South ;  and  whereas,  the  course  pursued 
by  that  body  since  that  time  has  been  such  as  to  justify  the  propriety  of  said 
vote ;  therefore  — 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  next  General  Conference  to  take 
such  measures  as  shall  render  a  more  strict  and  general  conformity  to  the 
spirit  and  purposes  of  that  action  the  duty  of  all  the  members  of  our  church.

TEMPERANCE. 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  Temperance  cause  as  a  most  important  and 
valuable  auxiliary  to  the  great  Avork  which  we  as  Christian  ministers  have  in 
view  —  the  salvation  of  souls  —  and  worthy  of  our  warmest  sympathy  and 
most  hearty  support. 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  the  enactments  of  our  Legislature  for  the  sup- 
pression of  tbfl  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks,  as  wise  and  salutary,  and  believe 
that  their  operation  hitherto  has  been  beneficial,  and  that  every  Christian 
should  seek  for  their  enforcement. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  this  Conference  to 
bo-operate  with  all  associations  whose  object  is  the  suppression  of  the  sale 
and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks.

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REPORT   ON  EDUCATION. 

We  are  gratified  with  abundant  evidence  that  the  cause  of  Education  is 
yearly  awakening  deeper  interest  in  our  Zion,  and  that  a  deep  and  firm  con 
viction  prevails,  that  our  literary  institutions  are  indispensable  and  powerful 
auxiliaries  of  the  church. 

Yet,  while  we  rejoice  in  this,  we  believe  that  our  educational  interests 
should  be  presented  more  frequently  from  our  pulpits,  and  that  our  people 
should  be  made  more  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  relations  to  our  semi- 
naries of  learning,  and  with  their  responsibilities  in  this  great  department  of 
Christian  enterprise. 

The  institutions  under  the  patronage  of  this  Conference  are  now  in  a  state 
of  cheering  prosperity. 

The  Wesleyan  University  has  taken  an  advanced  step.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  its  Joint  Board,  it  was  resolved  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
raise  a  fund  of  $50,000  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  for  additional 
improvements  on  the  present  buildings,  and  for  an  increase  in  the  facilities  of 
instruction.  #  Several  generous  subscriptions  have  been  secured,  and  it  is 
expected  that  one  building,  which  will  add  greatly  to  the  advantages  of  the 
University,  will  be  commenced  this  year. 

The  number  of  students  as  enrolled  in  the  last  catalogue,  is  138.  Of  these, 
116  are  professors  of  religion  ;  47  are  licensed  preachers  ;  and  several  others 
intend  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

While  we  congratulate  our  church  on  the  high  rank  which  the  University 
has  held  among  similar  institutions  of  the  country,  we  rejoice  that  there  is 
now  a  general  conviction  that  the  mission  and  the  honor  of  our  church  demand 
that  she  should  have  under  her  control  an  institution  equal,  in  all  respects,  to 
those  under  the  patronage  of  other  churches.  And  we  hope  the  able  and 
indefatigable  President  of  the  University  will  meet  with  a  hearty  response  in 
his  efforts  to  secure  this  result. 

The  Wesleyan  Academy  is  at  last  relieved  from  its  painful  emergency. 
By  the  State  appropriation,  as  modified  by  the  last  legislature,  and  by  private 
subscriptions,  the  payment  of  its  debt  of  $32,000  is  now  provided  for,  and  it 
is  expected  that  Isaac  Rich,  Esq.,  and  Lee  Claflin,  Esq.,  will  proceed  imme- 
diately to  execute  their  generous  proposition,  to  rebuild  the  Boarding  House 
as  soon  as  the  debts  of  the  Academy  should  be  paid. 

Ten  years  since,  the  property  of  this  Institution  was  about  $30,000.  Since 
then,  twice  that  amount  has  been  destroyed  by  fire,  on  which  there  was  an 
insurance  of  but  $28,000.  Yet,  when  the  new  Boarding  House  shall  have 
been  completed,  as  now  provided  for,  the  property  of  the  Institution  will 
amount  to  $100,000,  —  more  than  three  times  the  amount  it  owned  ten  years 
since,  notwithstanding  its  dead  loss  of  $30,000. 

During  the  last  four  years,  while  its  Boarding  House  has  been  in  ashes,  the 
average  Term  attendance  has  been  over  180.  These  facts  need  no  comment ; 
they  are  an  eloquent  record  of  the  firm  hold  which  our  beloved  Academy 
has  upon  the  heart  of  this  Commonwealth. 
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The  Biblical  Institute  has  never  had  so  large  a  number  of  students 
as  at  the  present  time,  though,  as  we  regret  to  learn,  nearly  twenty  have  been 
compelled,  by  poverty  the  last  year,  to  leave  the  Institute  before  completing 
its  course  of  study.  Its  present  number  of  students  as  enrolled  upon  the 
Catalogue,  is  82. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  highest  efficiency  of  the  Institute  cannot  be 
reached,  without  an  additional  Professor  in  the  Board  of  Instruction  ;  and 
we  would  recommend  the  Trustees  to  procure  one  as  soon  as  the  funds  of  the 
Institute  will  warrant  them  in  so  doing. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  $750  be  raised  this  year  for  the  Institute  ; 
and  that  it  be  apportioned  as  follows:  To  Boston  District,  $270;  to  Lynn 
District,  $230  ;  to  Worcester  District,  $150;  to  Springfield  District,  $100; 
and  that  these  amounts  be  apportioned  to  the  Societies  by  the  District  Stew- 
ards' Meeting. 

In  order  that  the  preachers  may  be  furnished  with  data  for  an  appeal  to 
their  congregations,  we  would  recommend  the  Trustees  to  publish  a  Circular 
containing  a  comprehensive  statement  of  the  history  and  wants  of  the  Insti- 
tute, and  send  it  to  all  the  stationed  ministers  within  the  bound^of  this  Con- 
ference, just  before  the  time  fixed  for  taking  the  Annual  Collection. 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize,  with  devout  thankfulness,  the  favoring  Provi- 
dence which  has  been  over  our  seminaries  of  learning ;  that  we  hold  in  high 
confidence  and  esteem  their  Boards  of  Instruction;  and  that  we  warmly 
cherish  these  auxiliaries  of  the  Church,  and  pledge  to  them  our  hearty 
co-operation  and  support. 

Resolved,  That  there  is  a  great  and  growing  necessity  in  our  Church  for 
liberal  contributions  in  aid  of  indigent  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry, 
and  that  we  earnestly  indorse  the  New  England  Education  Society  as  a 
measure  for  meeting  this  want,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  take  collections  for  it 
in  our  charges  the  ensuing  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  next  General  Conference  to  instruct  the 
Book  Agents  to  donate  to  our  Biblical  Institutes  a  copy  of  each  of  the  publi- 
cations of  the  Book  Concern,  and  of  its  new  issues;  and  that  we  herebv 
request  the  Chairman  of  our  Conference  delegates  to  bring  the  subject  before 
the  General  Conference. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  persons  be  appointed  visitors 
of  our  Institutions  the  coming  year.

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CHURCH  AID  SOCIETY. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Church  Aid  Society  of  the  New  England 
Conference  respectfully  report :  — 

The  embarrassments  attending  a  new  enterprise  have  borne  with  their 
usual  severity  on  this  Society.  It  has  had  to  encounter  a  want  of  appreci- 
ation of  the  necessity  of  its  existence,  on  the  part  of  many.  It  has  failed  to 
gain  the  confidence  of  others,  that  it  would  supply  the  need  which  they  saw 
existed.  It  has  not  received  the  means  through  whose  judicious  use  alone  it 
could  overcome  these  obstacles  of  indifference  and  distrust.  We  have 
endeavored  to  remove  these  hindrances,  so  far  as  our  narrowed  income  would 
allow,  and  shall  be  glad  to  see  that  we  have  in  any  degree  succeeded. 

The  Board  organized  themselves  agreeable  to  the  Constitution  by  the 
election  of  Lee  Claflin,  President ;  Marshal  S.  Rice,  Vice-President';  G. 
Haven,  Corresponding  Secretary ;  George  Bowler,  Recording  Secretary ;  J. 
P.  Magee,  Treasurer ;  and  William  B.  May,  Auditor.  It  has  also  adopted 
Schedules  of  Questions  to  be  answered  by  churches  applying  for  aid,  and 
held  regular  monthly  meetings  to  consider  and  act  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Society.  We  do  not,  however,  deem  that  so  frequent  meetings  are 
necessary,  in  the  present  state  of  the  enterprise ;  and  therefore  have  recom- 
mended amending  the  Constitution  by  inserting  "  quarterly  "  for  "monthly," 
in  Article  III. 

We  have  received  applications  for  aid  from  several  societies;  but  the  income 
of  the  Society  has  allowed  of  no  large  or  numerous  gifts.  But  the  few  and 
small  sums  that  have  been  given,  have  convinced  us  that  great  benefits  would 
flow  from  a  larger  distribution.  We  are  convinced  that  the  progress  of  the 
Church  and  the  salvation  of  souls  depends  in  a  measure  on  some  such  organi- 
zation as  this.  Every  church  seems  to  be  awaking  to  the  importance  of 
Church  Extension.  The  British  Wesleyans  devote  a  large  space  to  its 
annual  exhibit,  and  place  it  next  to  the  Missionary  Cause  in  its  obligations 
and  benefits,  and  before  it,  in  its  direct  and  immediate  results. 

The  American  Congregational  Union  report  their  receipts  for  the  one 
month  alone  of  January,  1860,  to  be  $1,682.62,  all  of  which  is  appropriated 
to  this  object.  They  give  many  touching  statements  of  the  blessings  this 
charity  has  bestowed.  The  Presbyterian  Church,  new  school,  have  a  Church 
Extension  Society  in  vigorous  operation,  and  are  putting  many  thousands 
annually  into  its  treasury.  These  societies  have  the  whole  country  as  their 
field  of  resources  and  of  operations.  Our  Church  can  do  this  work  more 
effectually  through  its  Conference  organizations ;  and  we  are  convinced  that 
if  this  Society  can  be  developed  into  a  healthful  and  robust  life  in  our  Con- 
ference, similar  societies  will  be  established  in  all  our  sifter  conferences. 
Everywhere  the  pressure  is  felt.  Everywhere  will  like  means  of  relief  be 
adopted,  if  we  can  show  by  our  succos  that  this  relief  is  practicable,  is 
realized.  If  we  could  disburse  through  this  channel  from  three  to  five  thou- 
sand dollars  a  year,  our  work  would  be  enlarged  at  a  rate  of  healthful 
progress  that  we  have  never  yet  seen.  Large  centres  and  small,  in  every 
direction,  are  asking  us  to  come  and  save  them.  They  will  do  all  they  can 
to  bring  the  bread  of  life  to  their  famishing  neighbors.  Yet,  they  cannot 
feed  them  unless  aid  from  abroad  be  given.  Churches  crushed  beneath  great 
debts  find  their  means  of  usefulness  greatly  reduced ;  but  they  sigh  in  vain 
for  relief.  Other  churches  feel  that  the  hour  is  come,  and  they  hear  the  voice 
saying,  "  Arise,  and  build  a  house  for  my  name  ; "  but  as  they  sit  down  to  see 
if  when  they  be^in  they  will  be  able  to  finish,  they  find  no  affirmative  answer. 
A  small  gift  would  encourage  them  to  enter  on  this  all-important  work.  We 
trust  that  these  considerations,  which  address  every  mind,  that  are  so  practical 
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that  the  most  sober  cannot  misunderstand  or  refute  them,  and  so  far-reaching 
that  the  most  enthusiastic  cannot  outfly  them,  will  have  their  due  effect,  and 
that  we  shall  see  the  work,  so  feebly  yet  fairly  begun,  carried  forward  with 
increasing  efficiency  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  have  considered  another  class  of  desirable  statistics,  as  yet 
unknown  in  our  Church,  to  be  within  the  province  of  this  Society,  namely, 
the  amounts  raised  annually  by  our  churches,  independent  of  foreign  aid, 
towards  the  erection  or  improvement  of  houses  of  worship,  or  of  parsonages, 
or  for  the  reduction  or  extinction  of  debts  on  said  edifices.  Yet,  they  will 
excite  us,  we  trust,  to  secure  a  full  annual  exhibit  of  these  contributions. 

These  statistics  we  had  designed  to  gather  at  the  present  Conference  ;  but 
circumstances  have  precluded  the  possibility  of  gathering  them  at  this  time. 
Still,  we  deem  it  important  that  at  another  time  they  should  be  laid  before  the 
Church. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the  most  satisfactory  results  cannot  be 
attained,  if  the  operations  of  the  Society  be  restricted  to  a  few  gifts  to  feeble 
churches.  One  of  the  original  ideas  on  which  the  formation  of  the  Society 
was  based,  was  that  of  loans  at  a  reduced  interest,  and  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  cover  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  churches  in  the  Conference, —  forming 
a  sinking  fund  for  their  extinguishment.  The  plan  was  this  :  Estimating  such 
indebtedness  at  $100,000,  we  proposed  to  appeal  to  our  "  men  of  means,"  to 
loan,  in  sums  of  $100  and  upwards,  without  interest,  for  a  term  of  ten  years, 
or  to  be  returned  in  less  time  if  desired,  a  sum  equal  to  this  amount.  We 
then  proposed  to  loan  to  the  churches,  at  an  interest  of  4  per  cent.,  such  sums 
as  would  pay  the  claims  upon  them  —  the  principal  to  be  refunded  to  the 
Society  in  annual  payments  of  10  per  cent.,  together  with  the  interest.  The 
interest  paid  we  proposed  to  fund  for  the  purpose  of  building  churches  in  new 
localities,  or  aiding  feeble  enterprises  where  desirable.  In  respect  to  the 
Society,  we  conceive  the  operation  would  be  this  :  — 

Receiving  $100,000,  (and  we  doubt  not  our  brethren  would  respond  to  this 
call,)  and  loaning  that  amount  on  the  terms  proposed,  during  the  first  year, 
the  second  year  would  return  to  the  treasury  $10,000,  (to  be  immediately 
returned  in  repayment  of  loans  to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent.,)  and  $4,000 
interest  the  third  year,  and  each  successive  year  the  same,  with  the  exception 
of  the  interest,  which  would  be  reduced  $400  each  year,  leaving  at  the  end 
of  10  years'  operations  $22,000,  less  the  expenses  of  the  Society,  as  a  fund  for 
future  operations. 

In  respect  to  the  churches,  the  operation  will  be  this  :  They  are  now  pay- 
ing G  per  cent,  for  money,  and  would  doubtless  be  very  glad  in  most  cases  to 
obtain  the  amount  at  4  per  cent.,  even  with  the  annexed  obligation  of  reduc- 
ing 10  per  cent,  of  their  indebtedness  each  year.  If  the  indebtedness  be 
$1^000,  the  payment  will  be,  the  first  year,  $140  ;  the  second,  $136  ;  the  third, 
$132,  and  so  on  to  the  close. 

It  may  be  objected  that  where  the  debt  is  large,  —  say  8  or  $10,000,  as  in 
some  extreme  cases, — it  will  be  difficult  to  repay  so  large  an  amount  as  $1,400 
in  one  year,  in  addition  to  all  the  other  demands  of  the  Church.  In  such 
cases  a  farther  provision  might  doubtless  be  made,  extending  the  time  of  pay- 
ment, and  reducing  to  .r>  per  cent,  the  animal  repayment  of  the  loan.  But 
our  object  is  not  in  this  report  to  perfect  a  system,  but  to  suggest  the  idea  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Conference. 

The  amount  of  this  indebtedness  is  perhaps  hardly  dreamed  of  by  our 
churches.  If  the  idea  just  advanced  could  be,  carried  out,  it  would  speedily 
extinguish  this  great  burden,  by  stimulating  the  Societies  to  make  the  necessary 
annual  reductions. 

But  this  would  not  be  its  sole  benefit  It  would  aid  new  churches,  which 
do  not  ask  for  gifts,  but  only  for  temporary  loans.    It  will  give  a  large  fund 
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at  but  little  cost  for  our  charitable  work.  It  -will  bring  the  churches  into  a 
sympathetic  union  with  each  other,  greater  than  they  have  yet  felt. 

It  may  be  said  the  scheme  is  impracticable ;  but  similar  operations  are  seen 
in  the  loan  fund  associations,  and  like  bodies.  If  the  right  agent  were 
appointed,  who  should  give  bonds  for  the  safety  of  contributors,  and  who 
should  thoroughly  canvass  the  Conference,  we  believe  the  amount  might  be 
reached ;  for,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  stimulus  of  charity,  would  be  the 
especial  incitement  that  these  loans  were  coming  back  in  fuller  form  to  the 
societies  that  should  make  them. 

We  trust  the  subject  will  receive  your  careful  consideration. 

With  these  suggestions,  we  submit  our  report.  We  do  not  despise  the  day 
of  small  things.  We  might  claim  that  this  is  a  true  and  loving  child  of  the 
Church,  because  of  this  very  feebleness.  All  its  great  enterprises  —  Mission- 
ary, Bible,  Sabbath  School- — have  had  an  equally  weak  beginning.  We 
know  that  other  objects  of  worth  demand  our  attention  and  our  aid.  Still 
we  do  not  doubt  the  sober,  practical  judgment  of  our  people,  will  give  each  its 
due  place,  and  will  not  make  this  last  of  its  charities  the  least.  It  will  see 
that  in  multiplying  its  churches  under  the  guidance  of  Providence,  it  is  multi- 
plying the  fountains  whence  these  other  streams  will  be  fed.  Every  new  mis- 
sion established  in  the  right  place ;  every  new  church  erected ;  every  debt 
lightened  or  removed,  will  increase  our  material  no  less  than  our  spiritual 
strength,  and  enable  us  to  carry  forward  the  other  great  enterprises  committed 
to  us,  with  a  vigor  and  success  that  cannot  now  be  realized.

agers quarterly,  instead  of  monthly.  The  Committee  also  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  objects  and  designs  of  this 
Society,  and  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  our  congregations,  and  will 
earnestly  urge  its  claims. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  proposition  to  establish  a  loan  fund  of 
$100,000,  and  recommend  to  the  Managers  that  they  take  measures,  if  prac- 
ticable, to  effect  it. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  alteration  of  Article  II.,  Section  1,  of  the 
Constitution,  so  that  the  Board  of  Managers  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in 
the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  we  concur  in  the  alteration  of  Article  III.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, as  voted  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  so  as  to  make  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  Board  quarterly,  instead  of  monthly.

REPORT  ON  DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

The  Officers  and  Managers  of  the  Domestic  Missionary  Society  sulmit 
the  following  Report :  — 

From  the  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  it  appears  that  but  a  small  portion 
of  the  charges  have  taken  the  collection  for  this  Society  ordered  by  the  Con- 
ference. We  think  that  this  must  be  owing  to  some  misunderstanding  of  the 
objects  and  importance  of  the  Society.  It  has  its  basis  in  the  wants  of  our 
work,  in  the  sanction  of  the  General  Conference,  and  in  the  repeated  action 
of  this  Annual  Conference.  In  our  judgment,  many  of  the  preachers  have 
suffered,  and  are  suffering  for  the  pecuniary  relief,  which  can  only  be  afforded 
by  this  Society,  in  those  cases  where  the  charges  fail  to  raise  the  allowance. 

The  apportionment  from  the  General  Missionary  Society  is  inadequate,  — 
the  Preachers'  Aid  Society  does  not  render  aid  except  to  the  sick  and  dis- 
abled,—  its  Constitution  limits  its  action  within  these  bounds.  Now,  it  is  a 
scriptural  rule  that  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  reward ;  and  no  adequate 
provision  is  now  in  operation  to  secure  this,  to  preachers  deficient  in  their 
receipts  from  feeble  societies.  Let  it  be  understood  that  all  just  claims  are  to 
be  paid,  —  that  the  preacher  who  goes  to  the  feeble  charges,  is  to  have  his 
full  claim  met ;  —  that  his  brethren  and  the  strong  societies  will  stand  by  him 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  ;  —  that  his  wife  and  children  shall  not 
suffer  for  food  and  raiment,  and  fewer  will  be  obliged  to  locate  or  super- 
annuate ;  less  difficulty  will  be  found  in  making  out  the  appointments,  and  an 
equality  will  be  found  in  the  lot  of  the  preachers,  which  will  effectually 
remove  many  complaints.  The  effect  will  be  to  raise  the  standard  of  minis- 
terial qualification,  as  we  may  justly  demand  a  higher  grade  of  service  from 
those  who  are  fully  sustained. 

We  see  no  propriety  in  annually  reporting  in  our  Minutes  a  deficiency  of 
from  one  thousand  to  five  thousand  dollars,  under  the  14th  Question,  and 
under  the  lGth  Question,  stating  to  the  Church  and  the  world  that  we  con- 
tribute from  seven  to  ten  thousand  dollars  for  benevolent  c  i  .  v-.  We  there- 
fore propose  to  the  Conference  the  subjoined  resolutions  :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  time  has  arrived  when  all  the  Preachers  under  the 
appointment  of  our  constituted  authorities,  should  receive  their  entire  esti- 
mated allowance. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  Relief  Society  we  recognize  an  organization 
fully  authorized  by  both  the  General  and  Annual  Conference,  by  which  we 
may  afford  the  necessary  relief  to  our  hard-working  and  self-sacrificing 
Preachers,  —  equalize  our  burdens,  and  strengthen  all  parts  of  our  work. 

S.  Resolved,  That  while  we  will  not  abate  our  zeal  for  the  General  Mis- 
sionary Society,  we  will  take  a  collection  in  every  charge  where  it  is 
practicable.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  would  respectfully  report :  That 
the  ab0V€  aide  paper  on  this  subject  is  so  clear  in  its  statements  and 
explicit  in  its  directions,  that  the  present  Committee  are  relieved 
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any  elaborate  examination  of  the  subject.  They  would,  however,  reiter- 
ate the  statement,  that  there  is  a  strong  demand  for  aid  to  feeble  and 
often  to  new  societies  within  our  own  limits,  which  are  unable  wholly  to 
support  their  ministers ;  and  yet,  which,  by  a  little  timely  assistance,  may 
become  strong  and  self-supporting,  and  in  due  time  contribute  to  the  aid  of 
others.  It  is  to  be  deeply  regretted  that  so  little  has  been  done  hitherto, 
through  this  Society,  and  that  so  many  opportunities  for  usefulness  have 
passed  away  unimproved. 

Two  principal  causes  have  probably  led  to  this  effect. 

1.  The  name  of  this  Society  has  led  to  some  mistakes.  Some  have  sup- 
posed it  to  be  connected  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  great  Missionary 
Society  of  the  M.  E.  Church.  Many  have  supposed  that  the  success  of  this 
Society  would  interfere  with  the  reception  of  funds  from  the  Missionary 
Society,  to  aid  churches  within  our  bounds.  Both  of  these  suppositions  are 
incorrect.  This  Society  is  entirely  independent  of  all  others,  and  ought  not 
to  have  a  name  that  will  lead  to  such  erroneous  impressions.  Its  object  is 
simply  to  enable  the  strong  and  vigorous  in  this  Conference  to  help  bear  the 
burdens  of  the  young  and  feeble  within  our  own  limits.  We  think  the 
organization  should  be  called  The  Relief  Society  of  the  N.  E.  Con- 
ference of  the  M.  E.  Church. 

2.  Another  impediment  has  been  the  multiplicity  of  collections  authorized 
by  the  Conference,  already,  with  the  quarterly  collections,  amounting  to 
twelve ;  which,  with  collections  for  their  own  Sunday  Schools,  church  debts, 
repairs,  the  poor,  and  other  occasional  objects,  actually  ask  the  people  for 
money  on  nearly  half  the  Sabbaths  of  the  year.  It  is  worthy  of  inquiry, 
whether  this  practice  will  not  react  upon  the  cause  of  true  Christian 
benevolence. 

We  suggest  no  remedy ;  but  would  only  express  our  hope,  that  if  any  dis- 
crimination is  exercised  in  the  choice  of  these  various  interests,  the  claims  of 
this  Society,  so  ably  presented  by  the  Report  of  the  Officers,  may  be  faith- 
fully considered  by  all  our  ministers  and  people,  and  that  it  will  receive,  as  it 
deserves,  a  large  share  of  the  contributions  of  the  Church. 

We  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  :  — ■ 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Domestic  Missionary  Society  be  hereafter  called 
The  Relief  Society  of  the  New  England  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  that  the  Constitution  and  By-laws 
of  the  same  be  made  to  conform  to  this  change. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  a  collection  be  taken,  in  behalf  of 
this  Society,  in  every  church  within  our  limits,  during  the  ensuing  year. 


PREACHERS'  AID  SOCIETY. 

The  contributions  to  this  important  object  will  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  previous  years,  and  in  many  of  our  churches  a  gratifying  increase  of 
interest  on  this  subject  is  exhibited.    Yet  we  regret  to  see  that  the  funds,  at 
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the  disposal  of  the  Society,  are  so  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  claimants. 
It  is  indeed  a  source  of  mortification  to  those  who  are  jealous  of  the  honor  of 
our  connection,  that  some  of  our  fathers,  and  the  widows  of  others,  who  have 
sacrificed  the  time  and  energies  of  their  active  years  in  the  service  of  the 
church,  should  be  in  straightened  or  suffering  circumstances.  We  trust  that 
our  preachers  will  urge,  and  the  people  will  gratefully  recognize,  these  high 
claims  upon  their  benevolent  exertions. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  strenuous  efforts  be  made  to  increase  the 
contributions  the  ensuing  year,  and  that  without  confining  themselves  to  any 
one  method,  the  preachers  adopt  such  plans  as  will  most  effectually  accom- 
plish this  purpose. 

Four  thousand  dollars  is  suggested  as  the  least  sum  to  be  thought  of,  as  the 
amount  to  be  raised  in  the  Conference  :  and  we  further  recommend  that  the 
Presiding  Elders  and  District  Stewards  apportion  to  the  several  societies  of 
each  district  the  following  sums:  Boston  District,  $1,500;  Lynn  District, 
$1,500;  Worcester  District,  $700  ;  Springfield  District,  $300. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  all  the  Presiding  Elders,  with  the 
Preachers  stationed  in  Boston,  be  a  Committee  to  whom  all  applications 
shall  be  made.

CONSTITUTION. 

A  tit  io  le  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Preacher?  Aid  Society  of 
New  England  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  episcopal  Church."

Art.  IT.  The  Society  shall  have  a  President,  two  Vice-President?,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  nine  Managers,  who  shall  be  elected,  annually, 
from  the  members  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  and  who  shall  together  form  a  Board 
of  Directors. 

Art.  III.  An  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  shaH  be 
requisite  to  constitute  membership,  and  twenty  dollars  paid  at  any  one  time 
shall  constitute  membership  for  life. 

Art.  IV.  All  moneys  received  by  this  Society  shall  be  held  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  donors,  and  when  not  otherwise  directed,  shall  be  appropri- 
ated in  the  manner  specified  in  Article  V. 

Art.  V.  All  applications  for  aid  from  the  Society  shall  be  made  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  New  England  Conference,  appointed  for  that  purpose ;  and  no 
application  shall  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  without  a  written  cer- 
tificate of  that  Committee,  recommending  a  specific  appropriation  in  the 
case. 

Art.  VI.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  April,  at 
which  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  report  their  doings,  with  the  state  of  the 
Treasury.  The  Treasurer's  Report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  next  ensuing 
New  England  Conference. 

Art.  VII.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  of  the  Society, 
may  be  called  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  concurrent 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society, 
provided  notice  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting  that  such  alter- 
ation or  amendment  will  be  proposed.

EXTENSION  OF  TIME. 
The  Committee  on  the  Extension  of  Time  in  the  pastorate,  from  all  the 
information  they  can  obtain  from  reports  of  Quarterly  Conferences,  and 
other  sources,  are  of  the  opinion  that  while  it  may  seem  expedient  in  some 
localities  that  our  ministers  should  be  permitted  to  remain  more  than  two 
years  in  the  same  charge ;  yet,  taking  into  the  account  the  whole  work,  they 
cannot  conceive  that  it  would  add  either  to  the  harmony  or  efficiency  of  the 
ministry  of  the  M.  E.  Church.  Such  being  their  conviction,  they  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  extend  the  time. 

2.  Resolved,  That  our  delegates  are  hereby  instructed  to  carry  out  our 
views  upon  this  subject  in  the  General  Conference. 

D.  E.  CHAPIN,  CA'n  of  Com. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Support, 
report  that  the  matter  before  them  was  referred  to  the  Lay  Delegates  of  the 
Conference,  who  have  suggested  the  following  financial  plan. 

The  Lay  Delegation  of  this  Conference  recommend  the  following  plan  for 
raising  means  for  the  maintenance  of  public  worship,  (with  such  modifications 
as  may  adapt  it  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  different  places,)  and  recom- 
mend its  adoption  by  all  our  Societies  where  the  method  which  has  been 
pursued  has  not  worked  well,  or  where  no  plan  has  been  permanently 
decided  upon. 

FINANCIAL  PLAN. 

1.  As  early  in  the  Conference  year  as  may  be  practicable,  the  Stewards 
shall  ascertain  the  probable  amount  of  the  current  expenses  for  the  year. 
They  shall  also  ascertain  what  part  of  this  sum  must  be  raised  by  voluntary 
contributions. 

2.  This  sum,  increased  by  an  amount  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Stewards,  to  meet  all  losses  arising  from  deaths,  removals,  and  other  causes, 
shall  be  apportioned  by  a  Committee  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  all  the  male 
members  of  the  church  and  congregation,  for  that  purpose,  on  the  members 
of  the  church,  and  on  such  of  the  congregation  as  may  assent,  according  to 
their  several  abilities. 

3.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Stewards,  the  Leaders,  and  three  or 
four  persons  selected  from  each  class,  by  the  class  of  which  they  are  mem- 
bers ;  or,  what,  perhaps,  would  be  better,  it  might  embrace  a  large  proportion 
of  the  male  members,  always  being  careful  to  put  on  the  Committee  all  per- 
sons who  have  been  delinquent  in  contributing,  or  deficient  in  the  amount 
contributed. 

4.  The  preliminary  arrangements  having  reference  to  the  appointment  of 
this  Committee,  and  its  first  meeting  in  each  year,  shall  be  made  by  the  Board 
of  Stewards  and  Leaders. 

5.  The  Committee,  having  assembled  and  organized,  may  appoint  a  Sub- 
Committee  to  make  the  apportionment ;  but  the  action  of  this  Sub-Committee 
shall  be  reported  to  a  regular  meeting  of  the  general  Committee,  and  be 
subject  to  their  revision. 

6.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  to  all  persons  apportioned,  of  the  amount 
requested  from  them,  by  means  of  letters  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and 
they  shall  be  requested  to  make  quarterly  payments  in  advance. 

7.  A  quarterly  collection  shall  be  made  on  the  second  Sabbath  in  each 
quarter,  notice  having  been  given  the  previous  Sabbath ;  and  all  persons 
making  payments,  shall  place  the  sums  by  them  paid,  (enclosed  in  an  envelope, 
on  which  their  names  shall  be  written,)  in  the  baskets  or  boxes  as  they  are 
passed  through  the  church. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Stewards  shall  credit  the  sums  thus  paid,  to  the  per- 
sons making  payment,  in  a  book  properly  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  allowed  ten  per  cent,  for  collecting  all  sums  not 
paid  to  him  without  solicitation,  and  shall  use  his  best  efforts  to  collect  all 
sums  due  at  the  commencement  of  each  quarter,  before  its  close.  He  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  employ  suitable  persons  to  assist  him,  but  shall  make  no 
charge  for  their  services  beyond  the  amount  above  named. 

10.  At  the,  last  General  ('lass  Meeting  in  the  financial  year,  or  at  a  special 
meeting!;  of  the.  church,  the  Treasurer  shall  report  the  amount  received,  and 
also  the  various  expenses  incurred  during  the  year. 

11.  During  the.  first  week  ol' cadi  quarter,  the  Treasurer  shall  ascertain 
from  the  Pastor  all  changes  which  may  have  occurred  during  the  preceding 
quarter,  in  the  list  of  members,  and  make  the  Corresponding  correction!  on 
his  books. 
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At  the  next  Board  Meeting  he  shall  report  the  names  of  all  who  have, 
during  that  period,  become  connected  with  the  church,  that  an  apportionment 
of  expenses  may  be  made  to  them,  and  shall  notify  them  of  the  amount  thus 
apportioned  to  them.

MEMOIR. 

Rev.  Joseph  Ireson,  who  died  in  Webster,  Mass.,  August  22,  1859,  was 
born  in  Marblehead,  Mass.,  May  22,  1791.  His  parents  were  among  the 
first  fruits  of  Methodism  in  New  England.  Their  pious  example,  and  the 
preaching  of  Jesse  Lee,  and  those  associated  with  him  in  disseminating  the 
gospel  in  the  New  England  States,  were  the  means  of  the  conversion  of  our 
departed  brother  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years  ;  he  shortly  after  united  with 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  During  his  minority  he  was  licensed  first 
to  exhort,  then  to  preach.  His  zeal  and  activity  were  manifested  in  visiting 
and  holding  religious  meetings  in  Salem,  and  other  adjacent  towns,  where  he 
was  instrumental  in  bringing  souls  to  Christ,  and  in  the  former  place  planting 
Methodism. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-one,  he  was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  New  England 
Conference  at  its  session  in  Lynn  in  1812,  and  was  appointed  to  Searboro' 
circuit  in  Maine;  1813,  he  was  appointed  to  Livermore  circuit ;  1814,  he  was 
ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  McKendree,  and  appointed  to  Poland  circuit ; 
1815,  in  consequence  of  impaired  health  by  labors,  and  exposures  in  travelling 
large  circuits  in  new  settlements,  he  was  located;  in  1821,  his  health  having 
improved,  he  was  readmitted,  and  appointed  to  Pomfret  circuit,  (Conn. ;)  on 
his  way,  he  stopped  in  what  is  now  Webster,  Mass.,  and  formed  a  class,  the 
germ  of  the  flourishing  society  in  that  place.  In  1823,  '24,  he  travelled 
Tolland  circuit;  1825,  he  was  again  located;  1827,  was  readmitted,  and 
appointed  to  Hebron  circuit;  in  1828,  Northbridge;  1829,  Milford ;  1830, 
Stonington;  1831,  Northbridge  ;  1832,  Cumberland. 

In  1833,  he  received  a  supernumerary  relation,  in  which  relation  he  con- 
tinued till  his  death.  In  1834,  he  located  his  family  in  Webster,  Mass.,  but 
continued  his  labors  for  God  and  souls  on  Ashford,  Eastford,  and  Plainfield 
circuits ;  ever  after,  his  name  was  connected  with  the  Webster  Station,  and 
for  several  years  he  supplied  small  vacant  appointments  in  the  vicinity  of  his 
home  ;  his  voice  finally  failing  so  far  that  he  only  preached  occasionally. 

Brother  Ireson  was  greatly  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  highly 
respected  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  toWn  where  he  lived,  and  where  he  was 
called  to  fill  responsible  offices.  Twice  he  was  chosen  as  their  representative 
to  the  Massachusetts  legislature. 

He  was  a  conscientious,  faithful  man  in  all  the  relations  and  duties  of  life, 
—  whether  in  the  sacred  ministry,  in  his  family,  in  business,  or  in  the  com- 
muniry  where  he  lived,  and  in  the  offices  he  filled.  No  one  acquainted  with 
him  could  doubt  his  piety.  In  whatever  company  he  was  found,  all  seemed 
instinctively  to  feel  that  a  Christian  was  present.  One  who  has  well  known 
him,  remarks,  "  it  may  be  truly  said  of  brother  Ireson,  as  it  was  of  Barnabas, 
he  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  faith." 

For  several  years  his  health  has  been  slowly  failing ;  but  during  the  few 
last  weeks  of  his  life,  owing  to  a  slight  cold,  he  was  more  feeble  than  usual. 
Still,  he  was  able  to  be  out  of  doors,  until  about  thirty-six  hours  of  his  death. 
In  a  letter  to  one  of  his  sons  the  week  before  his  death,  he  said  he  felt  that 
his  days  were  fast  numbering.    The  grim  messenger  came  suddenly,  but 
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found  the  servant  of  Jesus  ready  and  waiting.  While  able  to  speak  he 
called  his  family  around  his  bed,  and  took  an  affectionate  leave  of  each  mem- 
ber. As  strength  permitted,  he  spoke  of  his  strong  confidence  in  God. 
When  it  was  evident  that  his  last  hour  was  near,  he  was  asked  by  the  Pastor 
of  the  church  in  that  place,  if  he  felt  that  all  was  well.  His  answer  was 
emphatic,  —  "  O  yes,  yes,  yes  !  "  These  were  his  last  words.  His  end  was 
peaceful  and  serene.  Without  any  sign  of  pain  he  closed  his  eyes  upon  this 
world,  to  awake  in  the  likeness  of  his  Lord,  and  in  the  glories  of  celestial 
scenes.
